been taken under arms. They were merely 
shut on suspicion that they sympathized 
with e rebels or intended to join them. 
One of the nine imprisoned the night of 
April 8 was a boy only 13 years old and small 
for his age. One old man named Jose 
Marero, who was confined as a political 
oi mend had lost the use of His right arm 
y disease and was just able to get around. 
“A little after 6 in the morning we were 
each of us given a very small cup of coffee. 
The first meal of the day, if it could be 
called a meal, came after 9 o’clock. It con- 
sisted of a little rice, which was generally 
dirty, a few small potatoes boiled with their 
skins on and often partly rotten; a little 
piece of boiled salt beef or beef cut up in 
small bits, with soup, just about enough 
and of the poorest quality. The meat was 
often spoiled and unfit for anything but a 
vulture to eat. The second and last meal 
of the day came about 4 in thé: afternoon 
and was the same as the first. 
J had no opportunity to count the pris- 
oners, but I learned that there were ‘about 
180 on the average confined there. I learned 
as definitely as I could without seei the 
contract that a certain party had a contract 
to feed these prisoners at B cents each per 
day, Thus he gets $45 a day and I learned 
that the food costs him only $7 to $8 a day, 
and, as some of the prisoners did the cook- 
ing, his profit can be readily seen. On such 
a contract he could afford to divide with the 
Judge and army officers to k the prison 
full. This explained the whole thing to me 
why cripples and non-combatants were kept 
confined as political prisoners.“

Such is the legend on a tag attached to 
a table knife at the Second District Police 
Station. The last words, So she claims,”

BOCK BEER’S DoTHTAUI. 


The Feaming Amber in Bottles Greatly 
Preferred by Drinkers. 


“I believe the bock beer taste is dying 
out,” said a well-known saloonkeeper to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The usual question, Bock or pale?’ had 


just been propounded to a couple of young 
men who had called for beer, and with one 
voice 9 answered Pale.“ 

“There is a sample,“ said the saloon man, 
referring to the last order. “It is that way 
all day long. Nine men out of ten who come 
in prefer pale beer to bock, and very few 
customers call for bock beer unless the 
question asked by the bartender happens 
to suggest it. 

“As a matter of fact, dark beer of every 
brand is going out of favor. Pale bottled 
beer is retailed at such a low figure—i0 
cents a pint over the bar—and is put up in 
such an attractive shape that a great many‘ 
drinkers will buy it, as much for the looks 
of the thing as for 11 other reason, in 
Preference to spending ö cents for a glass 
of darker brand of keg beer.

Testimeny Regarding the Place Where 
Pearl Bryan Was Found. 


NEWPORT, Ky., May 4—J. B. Locke, 
who owns the farm where the body of Pearl 
Bryan was found, testified in the Jackson 


trial this morning that he found two spots 
of blood on the ground and also found b ood 
on the leaves of the bushes. He also said 
that he saw marks of the wheels of a car- 
riage on the grass close beside the ate that 
led from the road to the spot where the 
body was found. He went up the road away 
from Cincinnati to see if he could find 
where the carriage turned, but found no 
marks of that kind. This corroborates Geo. 
Jackson's story, according to which the 
carriage turned on the road in the other 
direction. 

George Dayton, a bartender, was placed 
on the stand, but was unable to answer any 
questions put to him. On cross-examination 
the prosecution had him identify a letter 
received from John Seward of Somerset, 
Ky., a detective, who hae been working in 
the interest of Scott Jackson.

NEW YORK, May 4.—Now it is a bread 
trust. The poor of this city are so des- 
titute in many cases that they regard sugar, 
coal and ice as luxuries and can dispense 


with them at a pinch, but bread is the main 
subsistance of many, and if prices 
raised there will be suffering. 

The trust will gma | be organized in 
this city and vicinity in the course of a day 
or two. The scheme was first broached 
last fall, when a group of capitalists sent 
circulars to the rge wholesale bakers, 
asking whether or not a combination of the 
bakers could be formed, and, if so, how. 
The circular set forth that about $2,000,- 
000 annually is lost by allowing small deal- 
ers to return their stale loaves, and that 
if interests were pooled the supply of 
bread could be limited and the returns ac- 
cordingly decreased. The matter was 
dropped at the time, as many of the bakers 
did not think it right to drive out the small 
bakers, but they did say that if the scheme 
were to be carried to a success a hot fight 
would have to be waged against the smaller 
producers. The fight was kept up, however, 
and now many of those who protested 
against the freezing out of small bakers 
have been induced to think that big for- 
tunes can be made out of consolidation of 
interests. 

It is probable that at a meeting of the 
master bakers’ association to be held on 
Wednesday the matter will become crystal- 
lized and become a trust in fact. 


HANGED AND SHOT. 


Will Bendy, the Texas Murderer, 
Lyached by a Meb. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., May 4.—Judge Lynch 
has cut short the career of murderer Will 
Bendy. Saturday evening the last report 
came in that a strong posse had Bendy 
surrounded in a big thicket about half a 


mile from Buna, and that he was almost 
sure to be captured. 

Sunday morning early a message was re- 
ceived that Bendy had left the thicket and 
had sought ref in the home of his 
brother-in-law, and there the determined 
party found him. He was not quick enough 
in yielding, when a shot rang out that 
brought him to his senses, This was at 3 
o’clock in the morning. 

The shot wounded him and he began run- 
ning. When about fifty yards away he

A suitable 
tree was found and he was swung up. 
Through the still night air rang out the 
shots of thirty cool and determined men 
who had taken the law into their own 
hands. His body was riddled with bullets 
and was left hanging. Constable Bibbo, E. 
B. Romney and Roxey Wall, the latter two 
colored, are still alive, though suffering 
from the wounds made by Bendy. Philip 
Haynes was interred Sunday.

WOMEN OFFER TO WITHDRAW 


Immediately Majerity and Minority Re- 
ports Were Made and Then the 
Debate Opened.

CLEVELAND, o., May 4—The anticipa- 
tion of a disposition of the woman ques- 
tion amlled out a large attendance at the 
General Methodist Episcopal Conference 
this morning. The delegates were early in 


their seats and the spectators were more 
numerous than on any previous day. 

Bishop Merrill of hicago presided and 
the first hymn was announced by Rev. Dr. 
Hurlburt of the Sunday-school Union. A 
fervent prayer was offered by Dr. Hurl- 
burt, after which the business of the morn- 
ing was taken up. 

Rev. H. A. Buchtel of Indiana desired the 
Episcopal address read in every pulpit. The 
conférence adopted a resolution to send a 
copy to each pastor. 

Dr. Mueller of Cleveland presented a res- 
olution favoring arbitration for all English- 
speaking bh nay ghee 9 1 — adopted and 
a copy order sent to 0 esi 
United States.

“While we regard ourselves as laymen in 
the full sense of the term and hold that the 
lay electorai conferences are entitled under 
the amendment of 1868-72 to choose their 
delegates — 21 only to the restrictions 
therein specified, we are unwilling to seem 
to insist upon personal rights which are in 
dispute. 

“The chief question at issue now seems 
to us to arise over the method to be nur- 
sued upon this. We recognize hones: dif- 
ferences of opinions among the most in- 
telligent and conscientious members. It 
seems to us that were the conference re- 
lieved from the tension which our pres- 
ence. occasions, it might speedily devise a 
plan of admission upon which the great 
majority of the members could agree. 
While we sincerely regret to disappoint 
the chivalrous champions of woman’s eiegi- 
bility, we cannot consent to a protracted 
debate over our personal eligibility to this 
conference with the alienations which we 
fear such a struggle might cause. We 
therefore cheerfully relinquish our seats in 
your honorable body and await such a set- 
tlement of a long vexed question as your 
wisdom may devise, confident that your 
action will embody the spirit of the golden 
rule. We desire to express our apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy shown us and assure 
you that we shall continue to pray and to 
labor for the prosperity of our Zion.“ 

The statement was presented by Jane F. 
Bashford, Lois 8. Parker and Ada 
Butcher. 

No sooner had the communication of the 
women delegates been offered than Dr. 
Kynett, Chairman of the Committee on the 
Pligibility, submitted the majority report 
of the committee. It briefly announced that 
the committee had decided that the women 
were entitled to seats in the convention. 

Several delegates arose to defend the re- 
port, but there was a universal demand for 
the minority report. It was a lengthy docu- 
ment and was read by Dr. T. B. Nealy of 
Philadelphia. It found that the challenge of 
the eligib’lity of the women whose names 
appear on the roll of the General Confer- 
ence is sustained, and that the election of 
women by lay electoral conferences are il- 
legal acts, and that to seat the claimants 
would tend to destroy. all respect for the 
constitution of the church and for the de- 
cisions and interpretations of the General 
Conference.

The trouble is attributed by the men to 
President Weir, who has, they say, largely 
reduced the working forces and cut wn 
the wages, but failed to curtail the working 
hours.

An Allegation Which an Old Stager” 
Considers Very Amusing. 


To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 

Various newspapers in this State in favor 
of Carlisle and the gold standard are con- 
soling themselves with an editorial of yours 
that Kentucky is a pivotal or doubtful 
State on the chief issue in American poli- 
tics. 

This is amusing to an old stager. I re- 
member in the decade of 1830 to 1840, when 
Jackson removed the deposits from the na- 
tional banks to the Sub-Treasury, hard 
times ensued from the combined influences 
of the money grinders. A $1,000 negro man 
sold at forced sale for $150 and all of our 
property in the same proportion. W. H. 
Harrison and John Tyler were elected over 
Van Buren and his ticket. The cry of the 
campaign was “$2 a day and roast beef for 
the laborer” (more decent than Mr. Car- 
lisle’s Chicago speech). Harrison died in a 
month after his inauguration and the Whig 
Congress passed a bill rechartering the 
national banks and sent it to President Ty- 
ler, who vetoed it, and in six months we 
had unusually good times. 

I was at the National Convention that 
nominated Douglass and Breckinridge at 
Baltimore in 1860, resulting in the war with 
its terrible results. I have hunted foxes over 
the place where Lincoln was born. I have 
presided as Circuit Judge over the county 
where his parents married, and I have seen 
the original marriage license. I for two 
‘years was supreme vice-president, for four 
years supreme president of the Catholic 
Knights of America, and thousands in your 
State know me. 

The pronoun (I) appears too often, but 
you will excuse it. I saw J. G. Carlisle 
sworn in as a member of the Kentucky Leg- 
islature in 1853, the first office he ever held; 
have watched with pride and pleasure his 
promotions from that time until his entry 
as Secretary of the Treasury, up to which 
time he made a consistent, I am sure not an 
ignorant, record on financial legislation. 

There never was, is not now and never 
will be but two leading ideas in all the 
politics of earth. One is the love of liberty, 
fitly symbolized by the eagle. This sign we 
claim for the Democracy from Jefferson to 
this hour. Love of power, the other of the 
two, is properly symbolized by the serpent, 
bargain and intrigue,the burning of witches, 
the alien and sedition laws, and many other 
acts of tyranny, including the civil war. 
Mark the party that worships at the shrine. 

The newspapers all over the country seem 
to think Mr. Carlisle is the only man in 
Kentucky of any importance, and some 
have implored him and his sort to come 
and stump the State. It may be regarded as
